SUBJECT:  Extension of (O ass Deviation--Reutilization Screening
for Departnent of Defense (DoD) Special Tooling

By nenorandum dated July 29, 1996, | authorized all mlitary
depart ments and def ense agencies to deviate from the requirenents
i n Feder al CIUI sition Regul ation (FAR) 45.608-1(b) and 45.608-4
for poD special tooling. | amextending the class deviation for
an additional vyear.

Mlitary departnents and defense agencies shall continue to
use only the agency screening procedures prescribed in
FAR 45.608-3 for DoD special tooling. The limted screening
prescribed in FAR 45.608-1(b) and 45.608-4 is not required for
DoD speci al tooling.

FAR 45.608-1(b) and 45.608-4 require a 30-day General
Services Adm nistration (GSA) reutilization screening period
following a 30-day agency screening period for excess special
tooling. The Acting Admnistrator, GSA, has exenpted DoD speci al

tooling fromthe GSA reutilization screening process; but still
requires the 30-day agency screening prescribed in FAR 45.608- 3.

This extension of the class deviation is ap roved through
July 31, 1998, or until the FAR is revised, V\,h|c ever event

occurs first. M
